OFF-BALANCE?

Workers around the globe have been 
finding it harder to juggle the de- 
mands of work and the rest of life 
in the past five years, a new report 
shows, with many working longer 
hours, deciding to delay or forgo 
having children, discontinuing edu- 
cation, or struggling to pay tuition 
for their children. 

Why? 

A big reason is the economy: Pro- 
fessional workers in companies that 
shed employees in the Great Reces- 
sion are still doing the work of two 
or more people and working longer 
hours. Salaries have stagnated, and 
costs continue to rise, according to 
a new survey of nearly 10,000 work- 
ers in eight countries by Ernst and 
"Young’s Global Generations Re- 
search. 

But another big reason? The boss 
just doesn’t get it. 

Close to 80 percent of Millenni- 
als surveyed are part of dual-income 
couples in which both work full time. 
Of Generation X workers, people in 
their 30s and 40s now, 73 percent 
are. But of baby boomers, the gen- 
eration born just after World War II 
that now occupies most top manage- 
ment positions, just 47 percent have 
a full-time working spouse. More 
than a quarter of baby-boomer work- 
ers have a spouse at home, or one 
who works part time or with flexible 
hours and is responsible for taking 
care of all home-front duties. 

“I really see that there’s an empa- 
thy gap in the workplace,” said Karyn 
Twaronite, Ernst and Young’s global- 
diversity and inclusiveness officer. 
“When there’s frustration about 
work-life balance in the workplace, 
and you think your boss doesn’t get 
it, that very likely could be true.” 

Younger workers see that technol- 
ogy frees them to work productively 
from anywhere, she said. But older 
bosses who are more accustomed 
to work cultures with more face 
time may see only empty cubicles. 
“They’re afraid people who don’t 
come to the office won’t work as 
hard,” she said. 

Millennial workers, the group that 
companies say they are scrambling 
to attract and retain, are the most 
dissatisfied. Survey after survey in- 
cluding the EY one, show that what 
Millennials most want is flexibility 


in where, when and how they work. 
Millennials as well as men were most 
likely in the survey to say that they 
would take a pay cut, forgo a promo- 
tion or be willing to move to manage 
work-life demands better. 

Yet the survey found that 1 in 6 re- 
ports suffering negative consequenc- 
es for having a flexible schedule. 
Lack of flexibility was cited among 
the top reasons Millennials quit jobs. 

The institute found that the share 
of employers offering reduced hours 
and career flexibility also has fallen 
and that flexible work options are 
not available to all employees, but 
only to certain groups, such as par- 
ents. 

“Wanting flexibility or work-life 
balance is the number one thing we 
hear all the time from candidates. It’s 
the number one reason why people 
are looking for a new job, by far,” said 
Heidi Parsont, who runs TorchLight, 
a recruiting firm in Alexandria, Va. 
“We’re definitely seeing more can- 
didates asking for it. But companies 
still see it as making an exception. 
It’s still not the norm.” 

Ryan Shaw, 23, is a case in point. 
He rates work-life balance as not 
only important but also “necessary 
for success.” 

Shaw does social-media marketing 
for a start-up in Los Angeles called 
Forcefield. He liked his job. But he 
didn’t like living in L.A., where his ex- 
pensive rent kept him from being able 
to pay down his astronomical student 
loans. He had other job offers that 
would have given him more money 
but demanded more work hours. 

He had a different idea. He told 
his boss that he would stay at the 
company, but only if he could do 
his job from his laptop, wherever 
and whenever he wanted. His boss 
agreed. 

So Shaw is moving back home to 
Florida. 

“The narrative that’s always drawn 
is you have to choose financial suc- 
cess or personal success {and} hav- 
ing a life. And to me, that’s a false 
choice,” Shaw said. “I think you can 
have both. I’m sort of playing the 
long game. I want to take care of my 
health and have deep relationships 
with people I care most about. And 
not just people who happen to be 
in the same building with me every 
day”

Youth bike programs, 
new 606 trail a great fit 


West Town Bikes 
and students at five 
Chicago elementary 
schools are planning 
a spectacle for 
The 6o6’s grand 
opening on June 6. 

All the schools are 
within a couple of 
blocks of the 2.7-mile 
bicycling and stroll- 
ing path— which 
most know as the 
Bloomingdale Trail— 
that’s been under 
construction for three years and planned 
since the early 2000s. West Town Bikes’ 
Emily Leidenfrost and her 
cadre of seven youth bik- 
ing instructors are in the 
midst of the first semester 
of after-school bike clubs 
at Moos, Yates, McAuliffe, 

Stowe and Funston schools. 

Leidenfrost, her team 
and the students— in 6th, 

7th, and 8th grades —will 
finish the semester with a 
bike parade for the opening. 

West Town Bikes is a bike 
shop and youth education 
center in Humboldt Park, 
six blocks from the trail. 

Aside from getting youth 
to ride bikes to school and lead healthy lives, 
West Town Bikes for years has been helping 
adults like myself keep riding. I was there last 
Saturday during “Open Shop,” one of three 
during the week, to build a new wheel. 

Chicagoans are able to use any tool, with 
professional supervision, at the shop, but a 
sign reading “if there’s a tool in your hand, 
put some cash in the can” encourages dona- 
tions. In addition to “Open Shop” they have 
maintenance and build-a-bike classes. Like 
West Town Bikes, I also want more people 
riding bikes in Chicago— especially youth— 
and I’ve opened up my wallet to support the 
programs. 

Leidenfrost explained that one reason 
West Town Bikes expanded the bike clubs 
from a few area high schools to several 
elementary schools along the Bloomingdale 
Trail is to teach youth how to use and own it. 

“We want this trail in our neighborhood 
to be for our neighborhood, and we want 


people {from the neighborhood] represented 
on the trail.” 

The new bike path and complementary 
parks are a big deal for Logan Square and 
Humboldt Park— two of the neighborhoods 
the Bloomingdale Trail slices through. 

The Bloomingdale Trail, along with what 
will be six parks allowing access to the trail, 
comprise The 606 and will add several acres 
of open space with playgrounds and passive 
lawns. Logan Square was shown in a study 
11 years ago to have the second lowest 
amount of open space per Chicagoan. 

Instructors— most of whom have gradu- 
ated from West Town Bikes programs and are 
in their late teens and early 20s— teach kids 
bike basics and traffic safety: how to 
make sure brakes are work- 
ing and tires are filled with 
air, and how to navigate in 
the street. Those who do 
exceptionally well, Leiden- 
frost said, will take home 
a bike at the end of the 
semester. “Half the kids in 
the program have a bike at 
home ... but I think there’s 
a need to get more bicycles 
to kids and their families in 
the neighborhood.” 

Funding for the pro- 
gram, Leidenfrost said, is 
local too, coming from the 
Logan Square Neighbor- 
hood Association, donations to West Town 
Bikes and the schools themselves. 

Parents talk to the instructors when 
Bike Club ends for the day and “the kids 
have take-home worksheets to practice the 
information they learned,” Leidenfrost said. 
“They’re showing excitement in sharing this 
information with their families.” 

At the June 6 opening ofThe 606, more 
than 70 bike club members will gather their 
families and their bikes onto the trail at the 
access point nearest their school. “Each bike 
will be completely decked out and deco- 
rated,” Leidenfrost said. 

‘As the parade passes each access point, 
we’ll get more and more kids.” 

The procession of bike clubs will arrive 
at the big party at Humboldt Boulevard 
and culminate in the first of hopefully many 
semesters of elementary school Bike Clubs.

Lawmakers focus on opiate abuse

Bills aimed at curbing 
opiate addiction have not 
made it to Rauner’s desk

Like a lot of other kids, Mike Bartlett experi- 
mented with alcohol and drugs in high school. 
But his real problem didn’t start until after he 
had left home, his mother said. A dog bit off his 
finger, and to ease his recovery he was given a 
Vicodin prescription that came with five refills. 

“Those prescriptions were gone in a matter of 
two weeks,” said Mike’s mother, Terri Bartlett, 
who lives in suburban McHenry; “From there it 
was probably a mat- 
ter of two months 
[and] Mike was run- 
ning to the streets for 
heroin.” 

Just after his 
22nd birthday, Mike 
Bartlett overdosed 
and had a stroke that 
left him brain dead. 
Bartlett took her son 
off life support on 
Sept. 2, 2012. Deaths 
from heroin overdoses nationwide nearly tri- 
pled between 2010 and 2013, according to the 
Centers for Disease Control and Prevention. 
In Illinois, opiate abuse has become so com- 
mon that activists such as Bartlett as well as 
lawmakers have labeled it an “epidemic.” 

“The exponential growth of heroin addic- 
tion and addiction to other opioids is threat- 
ening our state,” Rep. Lou Lang (D- Skokie) 
told RedEye. “It’s ruined lives, it’s hurt our 
economy Somebody sometime had to start 
doing something about this.” 

Several state lawmakers are sponsoring bills 
aimed at curbing opiate addiction, though 
none has yet made it to Gov Rauner’s desk. 

One bill, which Bartlett supports, would 
require insurance companies to cover pain- 
killer pills that have been formulated to resist 
crushing. According to the CDC, many ad- 
dicts turn to heroin only after getting hooked 
on prescription painkillers, which sometimes 
are crushed and snorted to deliver a faster high. 

“Had Mike been given far less Vicodin and 
been unable to crush those pills, maybe we’d 
still have a chance,” Bartlett said. 

Another bill would begin a pilot program 
requiring locks on packages of certain painkill- 
ers in hopes that the pills inside will be harder 
to get to. The most expansive bill, co-spon- 
sored by Lang, also would target painkillers by 
strengthening prescription monitoring report- 
ing requirements, an attempt to look for peo- 



ple who “shop” around for multiple painkiller 
prescriptions. The bill also may require coun- 
ties to initiate drug-collection days to safely 
dispose of ^expired or unused medication. 

Expanding access to anti-overdose medica- 
tion also is a priority for several lawmakers. A 
bill that passed the state Senate would allow 
school personnel to administer medication 
that reverses the effects of an overdose to any- 
one suspected of needing it. Lang’s bill would 
expand anti-overdose medication training and 
access to first responders across the state. 

In addition, the bill would revamp drug 
court policy in an attempt to focus on rehabil- 
itation rather than punishment— and require 
expanded insurance coverage for substance 
abuse treatment, including covering metha- 
done under Medicaid. 

All that comes with a price tag— Lang’s ini- 
tial cost estimate for the heroin crisis bill was 
$25 million, almost exactly as much as would 


be cut from substance abuse funding under 
Rauner’s budget proposal. Lang on Tuesday 
declined to provide an updated estimate as 
to the bill’s cost. The bill requiring insurers to 
cover uncrushable pills could cost $55 million. 

The Illinois Department of Human Ser- 
vices does not support Lang’s heroin bill on 
financial grounds, according to spokeswoman 
Veronica Vera. 

“The state is in a budget crisis,” Vera said. 
“IDHS would look at possibly supporting a bill 
that includes a greater focus on treatment, cou- 
pled with the distribution of naloxone as well 
as a mechanism by which to fund the program.” 

While DHS acknowledges the importance 
of helping addicts, “If we can’t pay for it, that 
doesn’t really help,” Vera said. 

But expanding treatment could save money 
in the long term, Lang said, by cutting down 
on health care and law enforcement costs. 

“It’s one thing to talk about the hard dol- 
lars, the cost of doing something, but we 
should not forget the cost of not doing some- 
thing,” he said.

The show’s tagline is “So Single, It Hurts.”

I'm perpetually single. It doesn’t hurt 
because it’s awesome. I love being single. 

Il feels like being left home alone as a cool 
17-year-old kid whose parents went away on 
vacation. I have no one to report to, as of 
now, and I like it. 

How much has hanging with comedians like 
C tiris D’Elia and Ron Funches influenced 
your comedic timing and material? 

[ I -aughs.} Chris and I have known each other 
since we were 18. We’re always at diners jok- 
mg around or [bleep]ing with each other on 
and off set. And Ron and I live in the same 
budding and have known each other for sev- 
en years. It’s rare we ever say to each other, 

U E ley, be funnier.” If I watch Chris and see 
turn doing something and then he changes it, 
I'd let him know which one worked better. 
And he does the same for me. There are no 
Lgos. We can take that criticism and make 
uur stuff funnier. 

Remember back to that first day of read- 
ing for the part of Justin compared to now, 
halfway through the second season. How 
much have you found your sweet spot with 
lliEs neurotic character? 

It's funny, when we started Season 2, 1 
thought to myself, “How the [bleep] did I 
du this again?” But then once we got into 
lL p I was with Ron [Funches] and we said to 
LLidi other, “I just feel better with this.” You 
find things and figure them out. It also really 
helps watching the show and realizing, “Oh, 

E should slow down at this point.” And this 
season, Bridgit Mendler coming on was really 
die missing puzzle piece. It’s easy for the 
writers, and us, to go off the rails and impro- 
vise more. There’s a better level of comfort. 

Tour character Justin is annoyingly confi- 
dent yet insecure. How much of that bleeds 
through into your personality? 

E cell people not to expect Justin when they 
came see me onstage. I’m not him. But 
it's interesting, because there are differ- 
l ut dynamics and comedic insecurities and 
uverthinking, [bleep] like that, where my co- 
cikcdic style is put into that character. I play 
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Bridgit Mendler (from left), Brent Morin and Chris D’Elia in ‘Undateable’ 


awkward well. I don’t know what that says 
about my childhood, but I can play “dork” 
very easily My character is a little more confi- 
dent this season and if the show kept going, I 
think he would eventually turn into me. For 
me, it’s fun to play the lovable loser. 

“Undateable” takes place in downtown 
Detroit. Do you get more feedback from 
Detroiters about the show? 

Yes, absolutely. During “The Undateable 
Comedy Tour,” it was amazing. Every person 
at the Detroit show was a big fan of the show 
Eve never been “woo”-ed so much in my life. 
They were constantly wooing and cheering. 
I’ve never had that. You forget about that 
stuff when you’re doing the show because 
you’re so in it. I thought, “Holy {bleep}, these 
people really like it.” 


The cast itself seems to perfectly relate to 
what Detroit is perceived as by outsiders. 

Yes! Our creator and producer are from 
Detroit. It’s an underdog city and we’re a cast 
of underdogs. You want to judge us, but you 
should get to know us first. The city is a big 
part of the show 

You tweeted recently that your mom asked 
if Leslie Burton, played by Bianca Kajlich, 
really choked you out during a scene. That 
cracks me up. 

{Laughs.} We were on the phone and it was 
her last question. She was like, “Brent, did 
she really choke you out?” I’m like, “Seri- 


ously? You’re a {bleep}ing school teacher, how 
do you honestly think I was choked out while 
filming a sitcom? Are you kidding?” 

You have two siblings, too. Does your family 
text with you a lot during the— 

Yep. Yes. They’re all producers. All of them. 
Back in Connecticut my mom will call and 
read off the show’s ratings to me. Like, she 
knows more {bleep} than I do. She has more 
info than my boss. I’m like, “Mom, how do 
you have this {bleep} before NBC even has 
it?” She could be a millionaire out here. 

Your Twitter bio simply reads, “Professional 
athlete.” What sport do you play, Brent? 

I’m a basketball player. 


Oh, are you now? 

Yes, that’s my No. 1 . 1 daydream about it. I 
don’t get starstruck anymore having worked 
at “Conan” for so long, but I met Kevin 
Durant during a show in Chicago last year 
and I was trembling. It’s like when you’re 
trying to sit at the cool kids table at lunch 
in high school. I kept talking and {bleep}ing 
up. I ran into Steve Nash at dinner and he 
told me he was coming to my show later that 
night at The Laugh Factory in Los Angeles. 
Listen, I have invited girls to shows to try and 
impress them but knowing Steve Nash was 
going to be in the crowd? I have never tried 
harder in my life. I kept envisioning us at 


games together, him calling me to help with 
drills or getting up at 6 a.m. to run together. 
Even though I don’t want to get up at 6 a.m., 

I would get in shape just to befriend him. 

That’s when you know you’re hanging out 
with the right crowd. 

I base my wealth on who I’m friends with. 

If I’m friends with Tom Brady, you know I’ve 
made it. 

Another social media question: Which chan- 
nel is your favorite? 

I think Instagram. It used to be Twitter. You 
have to catch up as they come out. I like Ins- 
tagram for the stupid little 15-second videos I 
can make. And I post pictures from the show 

What’s one social media pet peeve you have? 
Something that annoys you constantly. 

Vine. Like 8 million users liking the stupid- 
est {bleep}. It makes me worried about the 
future, honestly These kids post in all caps, 
“THIS IS HILARIOUS!” Like, seriously? 
No, it {bleep}ing isn’t. And they normally 
spell “hilarious” wrong, too. 

I feel like you gotta have more. That came 
out too naturally. 

And girls who take selfies yet act like they 
didn’t mean to. Like, you know they took 10 
of them to find the perfect angle. 

[Laughs.] 

And idiot {bleep}ing guys commenting on 
those pictures, “YOU ARE SO BEAUTI- 
FUL,” with the heart eyes emoji. That is so 
pathetic. Like, sad. 

[Laughs.] 

The heart eyes emoji is the equivalent of 
being the designated driver for a hot girl who 
asked you to do it yet has no intention of ever 
sleeping with you.

Given several scenarios, we asked 
Morin to tell his how he would react as 
well as how his “Undateable” character 
Justin would react. 

VISITING BLACK EYES, 
THE BAR JUSTIN OWNS 
ON THE SHOW: 

I would order a Wild Turkey 101 
Kentucky straight bourbon on the 
rocks. It hits the spot and gets you 
drunk fast. Justin would order lemon 
drop shots or butterscotch liqueur. 

ATTRACTIVE FEMALE 
WINKS IN YOUR 
DIRECTION AT A 
NIGHTCLUB: 

I would walk over, ask if she had some- 
thing in her eye, then ask her for real 
“Hey, what was up with that wink?”, 
have a few drinks and turn it into a fun 
night. Justin would walk over, ask her 
name, ask her if she wants kids, stum- 
ble over his words, get humiliated, walk 
away while singing to try and impress 
her at the last possible second. 

SOMEONE BLATANTLY 
CUTTING YOU OFF IN 
TRAFFIC: 

I would get verbal, pull up next to the 
guy, get in a yelling match Larry David- 
style, never getting out of the car be- 
cause I don’t want to lose the fight. But 
Justin? He’d crash. 

AFTER A NIGHT OF 
WAY TOO MUCH 
DRINKING, YOU HAVE 
TO GET UP EARLY FOR 
WORK: 

Well, I’ve done that multiple times. I 
would react by taking two Advils, then 
look in the mirror while washing my 
face, with long silence and no smile, 
then say, “Way to go, you [bleep]ing 
idiot.” Then I’d go to work and hear 
people say, “You look like [bleep],” 
while responding “I had a night.” Justin 
would call out sick then get embar- 
rassed that he lied. 

CATCHING 
YOURSELF SINGING 
OUT LOUD: 

I constantly make up the words to pop- 
ular songs because I am really bad at 
remembering lyrics. I’m normally sing- 
ing a song that is popular but [bleep]ing 
up the words to the point where people 
yell at me, “Those are not the words!” 
Justin would be singing anything that 
he could get other people involved with 
so he could say to Danny [Chris D’Elia’s 
character], “Everybody loved that.”

If it was Taco Bell I might have said 
Llorida ... but when I think of burgers I relate 
it to Ohio. 

OK, the next one is, “Man who has pooped 
on 19 cars over two years being hunted by 
police.” 

My God. Llorida? 

Nope. Ohio again. 

Damn it. Oh, man! The only reason I said that 
is because I feel like there are a lot of druggies 
in Llorida, and it sounds like this guy was on 
something. Maybe he was {a} sober pooper? 


And the last one: “Mermaid banned from 
wearing her tail in town’s swimming pools.” 

Oh, Llorida! Water! 

Right! How could you move? There are such 
rich characters to inspire songs in these 
places. 

[Laughs.} ^e ah, I seriously should have stayed. 
There are quite a few characters in Los Ange- 
les, though. 

You moved to Los Angeles when you were 
20, right? Did you have that big, welcome to 
L.A. moment? 

I’ve lived in so many different places {in the 
city}, and now I’ve moved outside Holly- 
wood and all that {because} I hated it. It was 
absolutely disgusting to me. I have to live in a 
family neighborhood with normal people and 
trees. I can’t live in a concrete city so now I 
live outside of it, closer to the mountains. 

From everything I’ve read, it sounds like soli- 
tude is fairly important to you. Is it difficult to 
carve out that space on the road? 

"Yeah. I’m in the process of figuring it out. The 
bathroom has become the best place for me 


on the road because it’s the only time I can 
really be alone. On show days and press days 
it’s definitely like, “Just go to the bathroom 
and breathe.” I’m such an introvert. Even 
when I’m performing I’m up there and I don’t 
necessarily have to talk to anybody I can just 
perform and go into this place. 

Your most recent single is titled “Sorry.” 

Does apologizing come easily to you or is it a 
struggle to admit fault? 

I think extremely both. As I’ve gotten older 
I’ve become more aware of things and it’s 
become easier to apologize in some ways. But 
there’s also another side where ... it’s almost 
impossible to apologize. "You have to be a re- 
ally tough person ... to admit {fault}. 

In the video for that song you take a baseball 
bat to a house. Did you think about anything 
in particular while swinging away? 

I’m sure there are thoughts that were going 
through my head when I was doing it, but 
... videos are always more complicated than 
people think. They think, “"Yeah, you just go 
and smash stuff inside the house!” But I had 
to watch out for the camera guys and the 


crew, and I was trying not to injure myself. I 
didn’t get to go buck wild with the bat, and 
I wish I could have. I played baseball when I 
was little— not softball; I had a team with the 
boys— and I was pretty good. But I didn’t re- 
ally get to show off those skills as much ... 

One of your songs is called “Heart Heart 
Head.” Is that indicative of how you approach 
things in your life? Do you tend to follow your 
heart twice as often as your head? 

That’s beautiful. I love that you caught that. I 
do. I always have. I’m a really really emotional 
person— definitely more than I am logical. I 
follow my head sometimes ... and I try to be 
logical. But you should follow your heart. 

On “Monster” you sing, “I gotta kill you, my 
love,” and on “Desire” there’s the line, “I want 
to kill you/I want to lay you in the ground.” 
You realize if anyone close to you turns up 
dead you’re the prime suspect, right? 
[Laughs.} That’s true. I guess I’ll just have to 
accept that’s the way my life is going.
